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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition, filed May 14, 2004, via facsimile transmission, to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to the non-final 
Office action of August 22, 2003. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on May 2, 2004. 

Petitioner states that a response was in fact timely mailed on November 26, 2003. To support 
this assertion, petitioner has submitted a copy of a post card receipt that acknowledges receipt in 
the USPTO of a response along with a request for extension of time on November 28, 2003. A 
copy of the response was submitted with the petition.
